Review of the Report on the working of the Archaeological Department 
for the year 1345 Fasli (1935-36 A.C.) 

PersonneL — ^There was no change in the personnel of the department dnrirtg 
the year tinder review. 

His jMajesty the Khig-Emperor was graciousl}’' pleased to confer the tide 
of O.B.E., on the Director, Mr. Ghulam Yazdani, in recognition of meritorious 
Services rendered by him in the j)reservation and study of the monuments of His 
Exalted Highness the Nizam's Dominions. 

Survey of Monuments . — ^Two important surve^’-s were carried out this year 
in the Raichur district and some prehistoric sites were excavated. Detailed reports 
of the excavations and the antiquities they yielded, are appended at the end of 
the report. Another interesting article on this subject is a paper (attached as 
appendix D) prepared by one of the Assistant Directors and read at the 
International Congress of Prehistoric and Protohistoric Sciences held at Oslo 
(Norway). 

A group of important monuments surveyed in the same district comprises 
about a dozen temples of Gabbur where several contemporary inscriptions were 
found. The conservation of the more important buildings of this group is being 
taken in hand. 

A new vihara cave has been discovered at Bhokardan in the Aurangabad 
district. This old shrine possesses a number of interesting sculptures and one 
of its columns bears an inscription of about the 9th century A.D. Steps are being 
taken to make necessary repairs for the preservation of the vihara. 

Two Chalukyan temples for years concealed under an overgrowth of vegetation 
were surveyed in the Warangal district and the Department decided to repair 
and protect them. 

Conservation . — ^The work of conservation of the Ajanta caves continued, and 
a number of useful repairs and minor excavations were carried out. A metal 
road from the Fardapur Rest House to these caves has been now completed and 
an easy access to them in all the seasons of the year made possible. 

The report also gives details of other conservation works carried out at Ellora 
caves, !^uldabad, Daulatabad Fort, Aurangabad and on a somewhat larger 
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scale at Bidar, where a number of arclueological monuments have been recently 
cleared and are being ])reserved by timely and scientific re])airs. 

Epigraphy and Puhlicaiions, — A number of inscriptions dating from the 
Pre-]\Ioslem period and others belonging to the Jloslem medieval dynasties Iiave 
been brought to light and are being pro])erly edited and published. vSome other 
publications by the Department are mentioned in the report under review. It 
is to be hoped that the book on Bidar tliat was promised some' years ago will 
soon be completed and made available to the public. 

Expcndiiurc, — The total expenditure on the maintenance of the Department 
for the year under review was Rs. 94,671, marking a slight increase on last year's 
total of Rs. 93,218. while Rs. 65.255 and 16,898 were spent on the conservation 
of monuments and the maintenance of the Hyderabad ^Museum resj^ectively. 

Government are pleased to note the progress and efficient working of the 
Department under its able Director, Mr. Ghulam Yazdani, and his com])etent 
assistants.

The Director toured in the Warnnj^al, Rnichur, Ilidar, Aurangabad anerrours 
Xalgonda Districts for ,\2 days and the Assistant Directors, Mr. Syed Yusttf and 
Hhwaja Muhammad Ahmad toured in the Warangnl, Bidar, Gulbarga, 3 Icdak 
and Karlmnagar Districts for 15 and 80 da\*s respectively. The object of these 
lours was to surv’ey the newly discovered monuments and also to suj)er\nse the 
excavation and consereation works whicli were l)eijig carried out in these districts. ^ 

The details of the tours of the Director and the Assistant Directors are given in 
their diaries published in this rejiori ns Appendices F, G and TI* 

Several new monuments of consideral)le arclueological importance were siir- Survey of 
veyed during the year in the Rnichfir, Gulbarga, Nalgonda, Bidnr, Aurangaljfid, 

I^Ieclak and KuTimnagar Districts. Bui the most inloTosting and by far the most 
important discoveries made during the year were the j^rehistoric sites exjdprcd 
and sur\’eyed by the Department in the western taluqas of the Raichur district.

One of the above sites, namely ^laski in the Lingsiigur Taluqa, was already 
well-known to scliolars on account of its Asokan Rock Edict. ^ During the year 
under re\dew a thorough surv^'ey was made of the hill on which the edict appears. 
The hill extends over a mile east to west and is honeycombed with natural caverns ; 
while on the slopes of the hill artefacts, iron slag and painted potteiy’ are found 
in great abundance. On a close examination of the area it was found tliat the old 
town was situated some three hundred 3’ards to the west of the modern milage 
and there was originalh' a paved passage from the bank of the river to the old town, 
the traces of the pavement still existing near the foot of the mound on whidi 
the Manappa temple (Goldsmith's temple) (Plate YIl a-h) is built. Excavations 
were made at two places in this area, and a number of furnaces in whicli gold 
and silver were smelted in earl}^ days have been found (Plate I h). On passing 
the earth through fine wire-sieves, a large number of beads were found. The^’' 
are of lapis lazuli, carnelian, onyx, garnet and crr^stal (Plate II a). The beads 
are of different shapes and show considerable skill in their manufacture. 
Some carnelian beads bear white inla3’' work, the pattern being straight and 
wav}’’ lines. Among the lapis lazuli beads a few are of a triangular shape 
resembling those found b}^ Sir John Marshall at Mohenjo-Daro. Lapis lazuli 
beads have premousb" been found b3’’ us in cairns at Raigir (Nalgonda district) 
and Dornakal (Warangal district), and as this stone is not found in India it 
appears tfiat it was held in considerable esteem in those da3"S and was brought 
from Baluchistan and countries around the north-west frontier of India 
(Plate VI a-h). 

The Department has also excavated several natural caverns (Plate I a), 
the interiors of which were filled up mth silt brought in b3' rain water during the 
course of many centuries. The excavation disclosed that these caverns at a 
later time were occupied b3^ hermits of the Linga3^at sect whose skeletons with 
pottery and iron implements have been discovered. The silt dug out from the 
caverns was passed through sieves and disclosed a large number of agate and 
chert flakes and beads.

Another grou}) of important monuments surveyed in the Raichin (h-vui 
comprises the temples of Gabbur which besides the variety of their desi;*i:s • ' <■ 
an additional interest for the antiquary in possessing several contemj)orary ii.'-v up 
tions. The distance of Gabbur from Raichur is iifteen miles as tlie crow be’ 
proceeding by a motor-car one has to go first to Kalmalla on the Raichur-Ding^'cye^ 
road and afterwards to divert to the Deodurg fair weather road. Tlie wa> io-h* 
Deodnrg to Gabbur consists only of a cart track and is not fit for motor tiailb* 
excej)! in summer. 

The most important teini)les are : — 

(i) Male Samlcara Kd Deval, or the shrine dedicated to Sainkarn, a name of 
Siva (doer of good) (Plate XI a-b). The temple is built of rough grey stone and 
has a high plinth. The plan of the building consists of a porch (ii ft. 5 in. square) 
towards the north, a hall (38 ft. square) with a music pavilion (16 ft. 6 in. square) 
in the middle, an ante-chamber {13 ft. 6 in. by ii ft. q in.) and a shrine {16 ft. 
3 in. by 13 ft. 6 in.). The door of the shrine has perforated stone screens at 
either side and a carv’^cd friexe at the top, which contains the figure of the 
Gaja-Laksmi in the middle. There are also dvarpalas, a pair at the door of the 
shrine and another, larger in size, at the main entrance. The candng is plain on 
account of the roughness of the stone. There is a cistern, 134 ft. square, in 
front of the temple. There are two inscriptional tablets, one near the northern 
entrance, and the other near the western. Impressions of these two inscriptions 
have been taken. The plinth of the temple requires repair and the roof is also in 
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need of attention for grass is growing over it. Tlie conservation of this tcMiijjle 
ndll be included in the next year’s progranuue of special repairs. 

(2) The temple of Venkatesvara. — It is built at the western side of a large cistern, 
styled the Sat bdolJ or the ‘ seven cisterns ' on account of its vast ex])anse 
(Plate X b). The cistern has finely carved masonry steps all round but they liavc 
decayed because of the inclemencies of tlie weather and the neglect of centuries. 
The principal temple is closed on all sides rvith beautifully carved 'screen-s and tlie 
access is from a door facing the north. The plan of the building consists of a jiorch 
(8* ft. 9 in. by 6 ft. 8 in.) facing the north, a hall (22 ft. square) with a music 
mandap (ii ft. square) in the middle, and shrines with ante-chambers on three 
sides towards the east, the west and the south.' The shrine towards the soutli 
has a corridor round it in which nine saliiitkas have been fixed. There is a 
salunka inside the shrine as well, and originally there was also a liiiga, but now in its 
place an image of Yisnn has been installed, its appearance being somewhat 
damaged by pious votaries who have filled its eyes with silver. The image of \h'smi 
in the western shrine is beautifully car^'ed, and has so far escaped the zeal of 
votaries for the ornamentation of dh-ine images. The eastern .shrine has a lijif’a 

The carvings on the exterior of this temple, representing figures of deities 
and animals, are elegant, and among these the figures of elephants are iiarticularly 
striking. A square pillar, on which an inscription is carA-ed, is fixed in the 
court of this temple, at the north-east angle. In recent times considerable altera- 
tions and additions have been made to the western side of this temple which is 
used as a mutt or monaster\" now. There is a temple to the west of this mult 
which will be described in its proper place. 

(3) Temple of Fasaes/zaar.— This temple adjoins Venkatesvar’s temple on 
the east. It has a roughly carA^ed lamp-post in its court and the effigies of tAvo 
elephants at its entrance. On entering the court, the Ausitor first notices a 
temple to his right and another in front. The plan of the temple on the right 
consists of a small room (12 ft. 10 in. square) with a narrow corridor and an ante- 
chamber (7 ft. 6 in. by 6 ft.) and a shrine (7 ft. 6 in. square) at its western end. 
There is a linga and also the figure of Kumara (son of Surj-a) in the shrine. 

The temple in front, towards the south, is entered by a small door. Its plan 
consists of a hall (22 ft. square) AAith shrines on three sides, towards the east 
the west and the south. Each of these shrines has an ante-chamber in front 
of it but the dimensions of the shrines as well as those of the ante-chambers are 
very insignificant, the former measuring 8 ft. by 6 ft. 9 in. and the latter b'ft 
9 in. by 5 ft. A large nandi is now placed in the ante-cliamber of the eastern 
shrine. The western shrine has a linga and the southern an image of \usnu 
The latter figure is damaged. The door of the western shrine is most elegantlv 
carAi-ed, particularly the female figure at the right end of the frieze An 
inscriptional tablet may be seen near the nagiilculas, and other religious figures 
are fixed near the steps descending to the tank from this temple. 

Reverting our footsteps to the temple of Venkatesvara, it inav be obseiA^ed 
that there are two adjuncts to this temple ; one towards the north and the other 

1 The shrines and ante-chambers are of uniform size, each measuring S ft. 9 in by ft 
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towards the west, both being used as imtUs, The mutt towards the west has 
temple behind it, containing an inscription. The plan of this temple corisis^vS of 
a hall (20 ft. square) with shrines on three sides. The shrines have ante-chainbexs, 
the latter measuring 8 ft. 6 in. by 6 ft. and the former 8 ft. 6 in. by 8 ft. The 
shrine towards the north has a projection on one side which is, however, modern* 
The style of architecture of this group of temples belongs to the loth to T2th 
centuries A.D.-and the)^ all appear to have been built during this period. The 
plans are more or less stereotyped, square halls with projections on three 
sides, sermng the purpose of shrines generally dedicated to the Hindu Triad, Swa, 
Visnu and Brahma. The pillars are low and the interiors dark and m3^sterioiis. 
The carving on the other hand is elegant and vivacious showing the artists' 
delight in the pleasures of life. 

At the back of the mutt to the north of Venkatesvara's temple, the remains of 
another temple ma^^ be seen. They consist of some ceUs which are now partly 
buried under debris and earth, 

(4) Ishvara Deval. — ^About one hundred yards further north there is another 
temple, dedicated to Siva. The temple has an inscriptional tablet in its court. 
The plan of the temple consists of a porch (9 ft. square), a hall (16 ft. square), 
an ante-chamber (9 ft. b}^ 4 ft.) and a shrine (9 ft. square). The carving of this 
temple is plain. There is a small bull [nandi) in the court. Proceeding further, 
towards the village Chaodi, another temple may be noticed which is simibr in 
plan to Ishvara 's temple (No. 4). It has a nandi in its hall and the image of Vira- 
bhadra in the shrine. 

(5) Ganni-gudi Mutt. — Going further, towards the north there is a muUy 
styled the Ganni-gudi Mutt. It has a beautifully carved door but the interior 
is filth3^ being used as a cattle pen. The mutt has a shrine at its back. 

To the north-east of the latter there is a structure with a ruined temple in the 
ground floor and a mosque at the top. There is a tank in front of this structure, 
and it appears that originally the tank was connected with the temple which has 
fallen into ruins now. 

(6) Bhangar Basappa Temple. — ^At a short distance from the latter shrine is 
a modern temple, called the Bhangar Basappa Gudi. It has a hall open from three 
sides and a shrine containing an image of Ganesa. There are also two nandiSy 
one of a fairly large size and the other small. An inscriptional tablet is fixed 
outside this temple towards the south-west. . 

(7) Chdndl Gate. — ^Near the last mentioned temple is the Chandi Gateway, the 
outer arch of which shows Moslem influence. There are temples on either side 
of the gateway, facing the north, and an inscriptional tablet is fixed near' the 
arched entrance. The plan of the temples consists of a hall, an ante-chamber 
and a shrine. The temple on the left has effigies of two elephants near the 
entrance and a linga inside the shrine. The other temple has the image of 
Visnu in the shrine. The carving, like the architecture of these two temples, is 
very plain, and they do not appear to be old. 

(8) Hamimdn's Temple. — Almost facing the Chandi Gateway is a temple 
dedicated to the monke3’'-god, Hanuman. It has a long inscription carved on the 
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l)lmth of the temple, extendiiit^ to several stones. The ])lan of the ienij)le consists 
of a pillared hall (22 fl. by 21 ft.) and a shrine (8 ft. by 7 ft. 6 in.), the latter witli a 
circumambulatory passage 7 ft. wide. The door of the shrine has curved 
screens on either side, and in the interior is the image of a Hannman resting on a 
salunka. The treatment of the hair of some male figures carved in the hall is 
interesting. 

(9) fcmplc near flic Jdnu Near the principal mosque of the village 

there is another temple dedicated to the worship of Siva. It has a small nandi 
and a linga in the hall, two loose images of Gaiiapat! in the ante-chamber and 
another linga in the shrine. The architectural style of the temple is plain, but 
the building has a high plinth. An inscriptional tablet is fixed in the temple. 

Near the northern end of the mud-wall (enclosure) of the village is a tank 
with some old temples at its western bank. One of them is dedicated to Hanuman, 
and it has an inscriptional tablet. 

On coming out from the western gate of the village, which is styled the ^losur- 
kul gate, the visitor will notice another temple dedicated to Siva. The ante- 
chamber of this temple has beautiful perforated screens and also a pair of dvara- 
palas. In this temple there are also the effigies of two elephants, unfortunately, 
mutilated. An inscrii^tional tablet may also be seen in the court of this temple, 
ill the soutli-east portion. 

In the close vicinity of the temple is a well, and along the flight of stejis a black 
stone tablet is fixed which bears an inscription. The tablet is now partly buried 
under earth. 

From this temple a general view of the enclosure walls of Gabbiir can be had. 
They are of different periods, but the most interesting feature which they present 
is the square form of their bastions which are apparently of IMoslem design. Some 
scholars have recorded the existence of three inscriptional tablets in the environs 
of Gabbur towards the north-west : (i) at Yellur Band!, (2) in Jambuliiigaya 
temple, and (3) in Nagerbhushan temple. I investigated these sites, but could 
not trace the tablets. 

On the main road from Raichur to Lingsugiir, at the place where the road 
branches towards Deodurg, is a temple dedicated to Siva. In the enclosure wall 
of this temple, towards the south and east, two black stone tablets bearing 
Canarese Inscrii^tions, are built. On account of exposure, the letters of these 
inscriptions are nearh" obliterated. 

Passing on to the Aurangabad District, a new vihara cave has been discovered 
at Bliokardan, a taluqa town, Lat. 20 16' N. and Long. 75 46' 56'' E. The vihara 
consists of a double hall, mill six cells at the back. Both apartments of the hall 
conjointly measure 60 ft. by 30 ft. and the cells, each of them, 10 ft. b}- 7 ft. 6 in. 
The columns of the hall are plain but massive in proportion, and one of them bears 
an inscription the script of which appears to be of the 9th century A.D. The impres- 
sions of the inscription have been sent to Dr. N. P. Chakravarti, Epigraphist to 
the Government of India, for decipherment of the text.^ There are sculptures 

1 Pr. Chakravarti has written to me that the inscription is in Kaunada-Telugu characters of about the 9th 
century A.D. It reads {Sti) Ufpatiipidugu, which appears to be the name of a Telugii-Chola or Pallava chief as 
names ending in pidttgu are found in those two families. " * ' 
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on the right and left walls of the vihara as also at the doorways of the cells. The 
shrine has a pair of dvarapala canned along the jambs of the door. Inside the shrine 
there are traces of a yoni, and the vihara originally seems to have lieeu decUcated 
to the Samte worship. 

Among the principal sculptures those on the right wall are (i) Yisim resting 
on the seq:>ent, {2) Siva and Parvati and another female deit}’ riding on a peacock, 
(3) four female deities who are seated while another is standing, (4) figures of anijnals 
and birds — ^])eacock, elephant, buffalo and giraffe and (5) Siva with two gods in 
front of him. The sculptures on the left wall represent (i) A woman armed \/ith 
bow and arrow, (2) Klephant-fight and Tiger-fight, (3) God and Goddess with 
warriors and (4) some male and female figures both in the standing and sitting 
positions. 

Owing to the neglect of centuries and the inundations of the river K(‘lna, 
on the bank of wiiich the vihara is excavated, it w^as choked with silt and access 
to the interior of the cave was difficult. The silt w^as removed immediately 
after the discover^" and steps are being taken to repair the columns and the low^er 
parts of the w'alls and door frames wiiich liave decayed owing to moisture. It 
is also proj^osed to build a strong embankment in front of the cave so that the water 
of the stream ma}’ not cause any further havoc at the time of its inundation 
during the rainy season. 

In the course of exploring the northern parts of the Aurangabad District a 
visit w'as ])aid to the battle-field of Assaye — Lat. 20° 15' 15" N., Long. 75° 56' 
15'' Iv. The place is some seven miles east of Bhokardan and 15 to 16 miles from 
Sillod wiiich is on the main road from Aurangabad to Ajanta. A tablet is set n]> 
at the site wiiere the gallant men of the 74th Highlanders, the igth Light Dragoons 
and 4th ^Ladras Cavalry’' gave their lives in winning the battle against the 
^larathas. The village of Assaye is included in a jdgJr the holder of wiiich has 
been requested to build a bungalow^ for the comfort of those wiio visit this 
important liistoric site.’ The place is accessible by motor during winter, and 
wiien the Sillod-Bhokardan road has been consolidated the means of conimuiiica- 
tion will become comparatively easier. 

The suiwev operations w^ere extended to the northemmost limit of the district, 
and the forts of Baitalbari and Visagarh w^ere also explored. The former 
(Plate XII a) is a hill fort situated some ten miles w^est of Fardapur. The Ajanta 
ghdis about this locality^ attain their highest elevation and are nearl}^ 1,000 ft. 
above the plains of I^andesh. The fort has some old guns mounted on its w^alls, 
but all the inner buildings are in ruins. The fort of Visagarh or 'Abbasgarh 
(Plate XII h) is some three miles further west, being situated at the head of 
the valley in which the Ghatotkach viharas are excavated. The old name of the 
fort w^as Taltam which is mentioned in contemporary Mughal writings. There are 
two inscriptions, one on the Jarundi gate belonging to the reign of Murtaza Nizam 
Shall and being dated 9S9 H. The other inscription mentions the name of 

1 It is interesting to note that fragments of field-pieces, cannon balls, musket balls and grape shots are still 
ound in the fiekls when the cultivator ploughs the land. During our short visit we were able to collect a large 
/number of bullets which have since been deposited at the Hyderabad Museum. 
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Aurangzeb and it is carved on the Bailalbarl gateway. Tliere is a third gateway 
which is called the Jinjfila Darwaza Init it has no inscri])tion. The bastions 
and walls of the Fort are built of large blocks of masonry, and are in a fair 
state of preservation, but the inner buildings of the fort, consisting of ])alnces 
and mosques, liave fallen into ruins. TJie lieight of the walls is some twenty feet, 
and a bastion which is built in the southern part of the fort rises to a height of 
thirt5Mivc feet. One piece of sculpture shows a tiger, holding four ele])hants, one 
each under his four paws. There is another sculpture, near the mosque, represent- 
ing* an elephant with chains round his trunk and feet. There are two tanks inside 
the fort, one of which is called the Dudya Taldn or the Milk Tank on account of 
the sweetness of its water. The two inscriptions of the fort are being edited in 
the Epigrapliia Indo-Moslcmica, 

j\Ir. Syed Yusuf, the Assistant ] 3 irector, surveyed some monuments in the 
Warangal and j\Icdak districts which are described below : — 

‘ Kaidchpilr Temples : The village of Katfichpur lies in dense forest a furlong 
to the west of the Warangal-iNIulug Road, midway between the 17th and i8th 
milestone. The village has been considerably reduced, now containing only 
ten or twelve thatched huts. To the north of the village is an extensive sheet of 
fresh water that goes by the name of Katachpur Tank. On the southern bund of 
the tank, concealed under a thick palmyra grove and overgrown with rank vegeta- 
tion, are the remains of two Chalukyan temples, which from their general plan, 
architectural features and traits of workmanship, apj)ear to be contemporar3’’ 
with the PMampet, Ghanpur and Thousand Pillar Temples (Plates XIII a-h). 
The temples are constructed of grey granite, chiselled and dressed most elegantly, 
and are similar to each other in size and fonn, being both cruciform in plan and 
measuring 54 ft. each way. But the teniiDles differ from each other in one respect, 
and, that is, that the first temple, as the visitor enters the area from the east, 
has its entrance towards the north, whereas the entrance of the other temple 
(to the west of the former) faces the east. That the temples were dedicated to 
Saivite worship) is e\ddenced b}^ the existence of a mutilated nandx placed oti the 
platform to the right of flie steps leading to the entrance porch. The carvings on the 
doorjambs and the lingas inside the shrines are further proof of the Saivite form 
of worship to which the temples were originally dedicated. But one extraordinar}- 
object which holds the attention of the ^dsitor is a Msnu figure fixed on to a 
square yoni and kept in the main shrine of temple No. 2. The yo)ii is alwaA'S 
the seat of the linga, the association of this object here vdth the figure of Visnu 
is therefore a thing which is a little perplexing at first sight. But from all appear- 
ances this seems to be a change which has taken place in later times. Both temi:)les 
lie in a rectangular court enclosed b}^ a massive stone inasonrr" wall similar in 
technique to the enclosure wall of the PMampet temples. 

' The temples, having been deserted for centuries, are in a bad state of preser- 
vation. The Department is adopting measures to repair and protect them. 

' Temples and other momments at Kondapaka : Kondapaka is a \dllage of modest 
dimensions in the Siddipet Taluqa, Medak District. The village is approached by 
a cart track starting from the 54th milestone of the Hyderabad-Siddipet road 
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and leading to the town, which lies at a distance of about 2 miles to the <»f ^ 

the road. To the extreme west of the town surrounded by holds me \v:o -Id 
Sahnte temples about 10 ft. apart from each other and enclosed by a but 

massive stone masonry wall. The enclosure had originally two entrances. Ix'lh 
being placed in front of tlic temples, but of these only the. eastern entranev is 
now kept open and the other has been blocked up. The temples thcmsclvt's are 
not important either from any architectural or artistic point of \dew, brin- plain 
Hemadpanti structures uath substructure of massive stone masonr}’ and ilie 
sikharas of brick and lime. The walls and roofs of the buildings arc v( i \' fow. 
being S ft. in height, and the interiors are extremely dark, Temple No. i fnortli) 
is a single-shrined tcmi>lc with a mandapa in front and surrounded hy a ; 

and temple No. 2 (South) is a trijde-shrined structure with the mahavunHltSf in 
the middle. Both the temples face towards the cast and the slirim- contaiji 
Ungas and detached iinages of \nrabhadra and other deities, 

'Though of no great significance architecturally, the importance of the 
temples lies in the two inscriptions which exist in the vicinity. A black 
tablet fixed opposite the entrance of temple No. idias been inscribed on 'ho-t* 
faces. A monolithic pillar {dipdan) — ii' 2" above ground level — stai]<i< ju t 
behind the inscription slab. Another inscription slab (in two pieces) lies 
temple No. 2. This slab has been car\Td out of the bottom of a previous u.'aui 
as is evidenced b}" the pedestal as well as tlie traces of the chains and Uj it 
decked the neck of the animal. The inscription runs on all the four sidc^^ of *he 
slab. Both the inscriptions, whicli ate in old Telugu and belong to the Kakaliya 
dynasty of Warangal, have been copied and arrangements are being mado to 
decipher them. It is hoped that when the records are studied they may throw 
some ligljt on the events of the age. 

* About six furlongs to the south-west of the village of Koiidapakn is a 
picturesque hillock knoum as the [Mahaleshvara, On the top of the hillock i‘- a 
big boulder the western face of which contains a long inscription in old Canarc>c. 

The inscribed space measures 6 ft. by 5 ft. and the letters are in a tolerably well- 
X)reser\^ed state, but as the surface of the stone is extremel}^ coarse and rugged, 
it is not possible to obtain a rubbing of the inscription. It can, however, bo photo- 
graphed. A wide but extremel}" low natural cavern, which also faces the west, 
exists near the brow of the hill. The cavern is devoid of any inscription or any 
other features of archaeological interest, but red ochre has been applied to its fa9ade 
ill later days and a detached slatestone figure of a nandi as well as the head of 
the image of a Hindu deity are placed inside the cavern. 

* About a mile and a half to the north-east of the village (i.e. about half a mile 
from the Hyderabad-Siddipet road) is another big boulder,- about 8 ft. in diameter, 
situated in a field. This boulder also bears a large Canarese inscription carved on 
its top. The inscribed space measures 6 ft. by 4J ft. and the letters are extraordi- 
narily bold, being 2 in. high. As the surface of the boulder is extremely rough 
and the letters are a little abraded it is not possible to obtain an estampage of the 
inscription. But this inscription also can be photographed. 

' In a small temple in the fields towards the south of the village is a detached 
image of Virabhadra, about 4 ft. high. The image is very handsome and is a fair

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The werr i)f the c(MiservaHon of the AjaiUa caves continued as usual during Conservation 
the year. 'I'iie ’presevvaliou of the frescoes on the ceiling of Cave 1 which had been 
tHVupying the l)e]virtnient*s attention (or tlie last two years has ]>rogresscd con- 
siderably. As a result, tlie entire ceiling of tlie anteclKunber of this cave lias been 
fully eon<tuved and the two well known subjects, the Teiniitation of tlie Ihiddlui 
aiul the Miracle of Sarasvath have received a thorough treatment. 'Phe cenliai 
poitien of the ceiling of tliis cave, which was badly cracked, has also licen restored 
by means of cement jilaster stained to match the original colour. In Cave XMI 
the work of the la jiairs to the ceiling of the Verandah was taken in hand and a 
greater half of the work was executed towards the close (»f tlie year. As a result 
oi the excavalious carried out in front of Cave XXVI the old c<nul and the steps 
of th.at cave have been exj>osed to view. The excavations have also disclosed 
the lemains of two chajicls. one on either side of the court, liesides tlu» carving of 
the plinth of the main teinjile. 

Among the maintenance works the hdlnwing deserve sjiecial mention : — 

Tile hnver portion of tlie walls of Cave I. which was disintegrating, 
has lx*en strengthened by means of cement plaster, and repairs liave 
been executed to the jiarajiet op]insile the cave. 

(//) A new rani]) was constructed in front of Cave I and this affords an easy 
access to the cave. 

(c) A new coping has been added to the ])aTa])et in front of Caves I\' and VII. 

(W) A new railing and ]>araj)et have lieen erected ojiposiie Cave \’II. 

(c) A jiarajiet wall has been constructed in front of Caves VJII and IX and 
new steps have ])een cut in the rock to facilitate access to the caves. 
if) The debris and fallen rock lying in between Caves IX and X have l)een 
cleared away and a new parajiet constructed in front of the caves, 

(e») Tile slii])a and the j)illars of Cave IX which were decaying at the bottom 
have been strengthened by means of cement jilaster stained to match 
the original colour. 

(/;) The openings of the doors and windows of Cave XVI which had badly 
decayed have been repaired by means of cement concrete and their 
decayed wooden frames have Ix-en rejilaced by new ones. 

The caves road, from VardajMir Rest House to Ajanta caves, the construction 
of which was in jirogress in the year 13^*1 I'asli and mentioned in the IDeiiartment's 
Annual Report relating to that year, has l)een comjileted during the 3X'ar under 
renew. A total sum of Rs. 76,200 was spent on this work. The road has been 
constructed b\' the Pul)lic Works ])ei)artment and the question of access to the 
caves in all the seasons of the >'ear has thus been settled once for all. 

At Kllora, the canij^aign of the conservation of the caves continued as usual. 

In addition to the general repairs and clearance of the caves, new approaches were 
constructed to the Raniesvnra and Sita-kT-Nahani. Previoush’ the paths to these 
caves, although motorable, were rather steep but the new approaches have now 
rendered the caves most easily" accessible. The passage between Caves XXVII 
and XXVHI has also been widened to afford easier access to the caves.

The U'latini^ to the conservation of the Madrasfih of Mahmud ('avroe 
referred to iu tile Arjitiitl lu^porl for Kasli, made considerable j)roeie^'- d\M'‘ • 
the year. The hall behind the nu>s(jue in the riuht wint; has been ciuisened 
snitalde repairs executed to the walls, roofs and terraces of tlie buildiiea 

In the .erou]^ oi the tombs of the Ikiridl kings special attention wa^ pai.l :< 
the Tinub of Anur llarul 11, This monument, wliieh was started on an < xten^j < 
scale, remained itK’om|dete from the beginning. The tops and masonrx joints 
the walls, being exposed for centuries to the inelemency of the weather, w -re i illine 
into vuitt. The IVpurlment adopted timely measures to ])rotecl the monument 
from unther decay. l\e])airs wer^ also carried <mt on the other minor ton.lm 
iti the \neinity of this momunent and the wliole grouj) of buildings has ihu^ 
bceti thoioughly conserved. At 'All IktruVs tomb besides 5 )etty rejiairs on the 
building, the interior o( the dome was washed clean of the dust gntheu-d lor 
centuries. This has helped t(^ disjday the whole array <if the tile w(Jik in its hill 
glory. Repairs weic also executed to the dome of IlmMum Itarld's tomb. 

The steps of the I'arh ]>ag]j had been damaged by rain.s, as there was no 
s\n‘table arrangement for the drainage of water. A masonry drain has lieen eons- 
truetvd aUntg the steps and the ste 5 )s themselves have been suitably repaired,. 

The n>of of the Farh Hagh tnos(jue has been repaired and tile drainage (»f the 
building improved. New steps have been built for tlie convenience of those visitors 
who want to see the buildings in the lower stages of this garden. 

During the year under report the Director<ifArcha‘ology carried out a thoroueli i^xcav.ntk 
survey of preiu'st<»ric and ]>rotoliistoric sites in the Kaichur District. At r^laski 
the Asohan IMict liad already been discovered in J 015 A.D. During the year 
under re\new excavations were conducted C)n and around this site, as a result 
of wliicli many jirehistoric an<l prolohistoric anticjiiities were discovered. The 
Slone implements, terra-cotta rig\irines. heads and several other anti(juilies found 
at these sites have now been deposited in the Hyderabad Museinn. IMailed 
articles on these discoveries appear as A])pendices A, U and D. 

In the held (^f Ivpigrajdiy the Assistant Directtn* discovered four Hindu ins- Kpl^ 5 mph^ 
criplions in the vicinity of the village of Kodapakn, Siddijiet Tahu|a in the Medak 
District. They have been described with greater detail elsewhere in this re))ort. 

The Director of Arclueology collected about sixty estnmpagcs of inscriptions from 
Kalyanl in the Gulbarga District, from Miulgal in the Raichur ]3istricl, Tnltam, 
Visagarh and Anarh in the Aurangabad District and from Golcoiida and Hyderabad 
proper. These inscriptions are ])eing i)ublished in tlie Upigraphia Indo-Moslcmica 
for i935“3f> 

The Ivalyfun inscriptinn.s contain two Tugjjhiq inscri])lions ; one of Qhiyatliu- 
d-DIn and another of 3Iuhammad III. The remaining belong to Nizam Shfilhs 
of Ahmadnagar and 'Adil Shfilhs of Bijapur, One inscription on a gnu belongs 
to the reign of Mubarak vShfih I'aruql of IQiandosh. The Golconda and Hyderabad 
inscriptions belong to the Qutbshrdh kings wliile the i\Iudgal inscriptions belong 
to the 'Adil Shfilhs of BIjapur. 
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Apart from the above, P. Sreenivaschar, M.A., Ph.D. (Pond.), has edited 
for the Department the long old Telugu Inscription of the Raichur Fort, dated 
Saka 1216 (C. 1294 A.D.), which appears as Appendix E of this Report 
(Plate XV). 

During the 3'^ear under report the Department has acquired 2,199 coins, 14 Numismatics 
of which are gold, 560 silver and 1,625 copper. Of the silver coins three have been 
presented by the Central jMuseum, Nagpur. 

During the 3^ear under report the Curator of the jMuseum was deputed to attend Museum 
the International Congress of Numismatists and Centenary of the Royal Numis- 
matic Society held at London, and also the International Congress of Prehistoric 
and Protohistoric Sciences held at Oslo (Norway). During his absence Mr. R. M. 

Joshi, M.A., officiated in his place and discharged his duties satisfactorily^ 

An exhibition of the prehistoric and protohistoric antiquities discovered in the 
Raichur district was held in the ^Museum. The exhibition was visited by a large 
number of students and proved a great success. Mr. S. F. Markham, a member 
of the British Parliament and Mr. H. Hargreaves, the Ex-Director General of 
Archaeology in India, visited the Museum on behalf of the Empire Museums 
Association and were taken round by the Director of Archaeology himself. They 
paid a high tribute to the manner in which exhibits have been classified and 
arranged. 

The work of collecting exhibits has made a steady progress. Through the 
kind interest of j\Ir. R. a\I. Crofton, I.C.S., the Revenue Secretary, some interesting 
pieces of Nawab Ghalib Jung's furniture have been saved from ruin and deposited 
for safe custody at the Hyderabad ]\Iuseum. The furniture throws considerable 
light on the life of the nobles of Hyderabad during the last century. 

The question of constructing a Picture Gallery close to the Museum is recemng 
the deep and sympathetic attention of the Government. In this connection our 
thanks are due to the Right Honourable Sir Akbar Hydari, and to Sir Theodore 
Tasker for their active help. A detailed note on the working of the Hyderabad 
Museum appears as Appendix O. 

In addition to the publication of the Annual Report for the year 1343 Fasli Publications 
the Department compiled the following publications : —

2. A Marathi version of the Director's lecture in Urdu, ' The Art of

contains fifteen cards illustrating the monuments of Aurangabad.

This paper will be issued shortly in the form of a monograph.

Tlie Jiill on tho ‘ lope* of 
which artefacts arc found is about a mile and a half tt) the west of the town, f »f)lfl crushers and 
iron slag arc found in abundance. 

Bcnkal : A village in the Gangawall taluqa, situated some (> miles to the west of it. Tin- best 
route to approach licukal is from the GaugawatbCiitigira road; a hachJui p.ali bratiches near the 
6th milestone when coming from Gangawati. The liill to the south of the village lias several grotijis 
of * Dolmens ' and ' Cromlechs The easternmost group is ver>' extensive, and iiresents a magni- 
ficent sight. Thc.se hills have also got rock-j)aintings wliich have been jniblislied by Mr. Munn. He 
has also ])rcparc<l a very good sur\'cy i)lan of the eastern grouj) of ‘ Dolmens The archreologicnl 
Department has taken photographs of the various groups of ' Dolmens ' as well as of the ]>nintings. 

There is also an ash-mound some two furlongs to the south of the village. The mound in early 
times must have been the site of an iron smelting factory. After excavation the ash-mounds have 
invariably i)rovcd to be the sites of old smelting factories. 

BdlamrayauguiUi : It is a deserted village some 2 miles to the west of Lingsugfir Cantonment. 
The place has a hill along the slopes of which neoliths are found in great abundance. The lull has 
also a fort at its top which was apparently built in the lOth or 17th century. Iron slag is found in 
great abundance and there are also traces of smelting factories. 

Ycrgimty : It is a village in the Lingsugur taluqa, situated some S miles to the west of it. Near 
the village there is a large ash-moimd which apparently marks the site of some old smelting factory. 
Gold crushers of large size may still be seen in the village. Chert and agate flakes arc found on the 
surface of the mound. 

Anahusilr : A village situated some S miles to the west of Lingsugur. There is a hill near the 
vdllage along the slopes of which pygmy flakes and stone celts are found. 

Gaudiir : A village in the Lingsugur taluqa, situated some four miles to the south-west of Gur- 
gunta, tlie latter being connected with Lingsugur by a pacca road. Gaiidur has a large ash-mound 
which has been noticed previously by Messrs. Bntcc Foote, Maclaren and ^lunn. In the oi)inion 
of the Arclucological Department the ash-mound marks the site of some old iron or gold smelting 
factory. Chert flakes are found in great abundance on the mound. The ash-mound is some two 
furlongs to the east of Gaudiir. 

Honhallt: A village in the Lingsugur Tahiqa, situated on the Lingsugur-Gangavati road, some 
4 miles from the former. In some fields near the village are remains of old smelting factories. There 
is a masonr>' wall around the village. 

Kotcgal : A village in the Manvi iaiuqa, situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur road, the distance 
of the village from Lingsugur being ii miles. The village has two liillocks which have forts at their 
tops. Along the slopes of these hillocks artefacts, iron slag and gold crushers are found. 

Watgal : A village in the i\Ianvi Taluqa situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur road, the distance 
from the latter being 16 miles. There is a hill near the village along the slopes of wliicli iron slag, 
ancient potterj' and artefacts are found. 

Kaiddl : It is a large village, situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur Road. It has a Dak Bungalow 
as well as a Post Office. The distance of Kautal from Lingsugur is iS miles. There is a hillock 
to the south-west of the village wliich has several natural caverns. Along the slopes of the hill 
artefacts, iron slag and pieces of ancient pottery are found. To the west of the village is an ash- 
mound on the top of which in comparatively later times a temple has been built. The ash-mound 
marks the site of an old smelting factor3\ Some 4 miles to the north of Kautal is a small village called 
Tuppaldoddi which has traces of old gold workings. 

Nawalkal : A village in the Manvi taluqa, situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur road, the distance 
from the former being 23 miles. It has a hiU which has several natural caverns and also a medieval 
fort at the top. Artefacts are foimd along the slopes of the hill. 

Almndht Hill ; This lull is situated some 2 miles to the west of Sin\ ar, a town on the Raichur- 
Lingsugur road. Iron slag and artefacts are found along the slopes of the hill. ~

Mask! (I,oiu:. 7(1” 45' Pat. 15*’ 57') is 17 miles sonth-easl l>y vf)nth from I.iiutsii^nr and 72 miles 
soiitli-ucsl from Uaielp"ir. It is silnaled <mi the rij;ht hank of a river of the same name which is a 
tributary of the Tnnj;al)hadra. Mask! has a ])0]>nlation of about 4,500 ])eoi)le at present, but in earlier 
times it must have been a town of considerable sir.e as is ai»])arenl from the traces of its iron and ^old 
workings which cover a large aiea. The village is connected wiili Kaielinr by a metalled road and 
there is also the bus service between the two places. The late Mr. R. Hnice I'oote visited Mask! in 
1S8S A.l). and collected neolithic imi)lements, such as cells, chisels, scrapers and hones, as well as 
beads and chank and glass bangles. These are now e.xhibited in the Prehistoric Section of the 
^ladras Museum. In 1015 the Arclueological Itepartinent, Hyderal)ad, discovered an Asokan Kdict 
at Mask! which contained the irame of the king— while the previous records mentioned liini only 
by certain epithets such as Divanarn Piya, * the beloved of the (lods.’ and Piyadnsi, * the well-wisher 
(of all)’. Some inscriptions of the Chalukyan kings Iiave also been found at Maski in which the jdacc 
is called Piriya-Masangi. 

In 1935-jb during my sirrvcy of the prehistoric and prntohistoric sites of the Raicjiur District 
I visited Maski and was struck by the abundance <)f artefacts which I noticed on the surface at some 
sites in the vicinity of the village. Among these sites the fields of Sultan Muhammad, whicli are 
situated some two furlongs due west of the present village, were j^articularly ricli in antiquities and 
I at once decided to dig at some jilaces in these fields. On a closer survey of the fields I found that 
they constitute the site of the old town at Maski, access to which from the river-side was through 
a gorge amidst a ring of hills whicli surround the site and which originally formed its natural defences. 
The traces of the old jiath from the river-side (towards the south) arc still noticeable from a stone 
pavement in the gorge. The hills have several sjiurs, the liighest of which has a Saivite temple perched 
on it now. The temple from its architecture appears to be of the thirteenth centurA'. On a spur 
near the gorge is another temple called the Manappaya temple or the Goldsmith’s temple. On 
another spur is the Weaver’s temple. Weaving and gold-smelting arc still the principal industries 
of the place. In Sultan Muhammad’s fields there were several mounds the surface of wliicU w'as 
strewn w'itli iron slag, potsherds and pieces of chank and glass bangles. Further along the slopes 
of the lulls, esiiecially at places where the sides of the lull had been cut by rain water, neolitliic imple- 
luents, such as celts, chisels, cnishers, hammers, were lying in considerable number. We therefore 
selected the mounds for our excavations and dug to a depth of 15 to 20 feet. In the course of our 
excavations we did not find any houses, but discovered some furnaces for smelting gold or iron. On 
passing the earth through fine sieves, w e found beads, pieces of chank bangles and terra-cotta figurines. 
The beads w'ere found in great abundance, and are of different colours and shapes. The precious 
stones used for this purpose are cn'stal, amethyst, carnelian, lapis lazuli, agate and blood-stone. 
Coral and chank have also been used for making beads and there are also terra-cotta beads. The 
shapes also have a large variety — they are barrel-shaped, bipyramidal, globular, discoid and triangular. 
Some of them have facets cut on them and all of them are bored. Some canielian beads have 
wavy' designs with a whitish substance inlaid. Among the lapis lazuli beads two are triangular. 
Except lapis lazuli, all stones of w'hich the beads have been made are found in the Deccan. The 
abundance of beads found at a single site shows that jMaski at one time w'as an important centre of 
the bead industry. Greek writers have referred to the bead industry’ of Paithan — ^\Yhence they W'ere 
sent to Western countries. In recent times it has been proved that they were also exported to 
Eastern coxmtries like the Malay Peninsula, but at a much later date. 

The finds from Sultan IMuhammad’s fields also show' that chank w’as freely used for various 
kinds of ornaments.i We have found finger-rings, ear-rings, bangles and necklaces. The designs

show fluting, incised ornamental patterns and * relievo ' work. As cliank ornaments liave also keen 
found in great abundance it appears tkat cliank industr>^ was also one of the principal industries of 
the old Mask! town. 

Among the terra-cotta articles there are human and animal figurines, beads, circular discs with 
grooves round their circumference and wheels of toy-carts. The human figurines belong to different 
periods — for instance one representing a woman with long trunk and short legs is ver>' primitivt 
and bears striking resemblance to similar figurines found in Mediterraneau countries, particul 
at ilaitai. But some human figures show fine modelling as well as ornamental work. These appear 
to be of a later period, perhaps of the 4th or 3rd centuries B.C. Among these figurines there is abo 
one representing a horse which is very crudely made, and it appears that the horse was not a familiai 
animal to the potters of those days. The horse has also been badly drawn by the artists of Ajanta. 

The potsherds and complete vessels found in the course of excavation also show a great varieU' 
and belong to different periods. The earliest here is perhaps the polished black and red ware which 
is commonly found in the megalithic tombs of the Deccan and Southern India, I should also 
mention that these black and red polished vessels have been found near human bones which included 
two skulls. The skulls have been sent for examination to the Zoological Section of the Indian 
jMuseum and their report as to their character and age has not been received. The other vessels 
are of three colours, dark-red, 3’^ellowish-red and grey. The surface is smooth and some of them have 
polish. Some bear ornamental designs which were executed either thumb and finger or witli 
a w^ooden or bone or iron implement. Some designs have been executed in relief by means of a stamp, 
a specimen of which has luckily been found. It represents an elephant and a man. The design 
of both these figures is very primitive. Among other designs, found chiefly on the necks of pots, are 
animal figures, floral patterns and geometrical drawings. The painted pottery generally has check- 
designs representing wood or bamboo lattice. The discs with grooves round them show a further 
development in ornamentation, for the designs show a combination of geometrical patterns with floral 
motifs. Some discs bear figures of animals — tiger, calf, etc. The exact use of these discs or wheels 
is not clear. One authority suggested that they may be ear-rings, for the holes of the ears among 
certain primitive people of India are stretched to unimaginable lengths. 

Among the terra-cotta articles we also found the impression of a seal on a small baked disc. 
The characters appear to be of the ist or 2nd century B.C. ; but the seal has not been properly deci- 
phered as yet. The ornamental pottery belongs to the same period, that is, 3rd to 2nd centuries 
B.C., but some specimens may be earlier. 

Chert flakes have been found in great abundance. They consist of lancets, scrapers and knives. 
Some may have been used as tooth-picks also. The cherts are dark-red, pale-red, cream-white and 
spotted. Some flakes are of agate while others are of chalcedony. Some flakes are serrated and 
were probabfy used as combs or for scratching the body. Flakes have also been found in the natnrnl 
caverns which exist in considerable number in the lulls of Mask!, At Haski there are also Menhirs, 
arranged in the form of avenues. 

The above features lead us to conclude that Maski was an important place in Prehistoric as well 
as Protohistoric times — ^in the latter period it was a great centre of bead and chank industries. Mr. 
Bruce Foote has included a glass industry also in this period. There is plenty of felspar in the hills 
round Maski, and felspar getting mixed with ordinary clay in the process of making crucibles for 
smelting gold might have assumed a glassy appearance when placed on strong fire. As a matter of 
fact we have found some crucibles with a glassy appearance. Pieces of glass bangles have been 
chiefly collected on the surface. So if they do belong to an early period their date cannot be fixed 
before the 2nd or ist century B.C. The specimens have various designs and the predominant 
colours are blue and green, A yellow paste with various ornamental patterns has also been used.

.VoiV o;j the sunry of the Fort

or MuiIukhI, has a liistory hack to the Vadava dynasty, several inscriptions oi 

wtiidi have hceu discovered in the vicinity of the town. In the hc^inning of the fvmrleenlh 
ceiilnry it was at\ important outpo^t of the Kukaliya kingdom, and we read in history that nhen 
Malik Xa*ih, after conqnerinj; Deo^^ir, marched towards the South, in order to cstablisli ihe 
authority of the ndhi kinj^s, he captured MudprI alonj; with the sister fortress of Kaicluir wliich. 
formed the principal defences of the inter tluvial country between the rivers Krishna and Tiinr^a 
hhndra. After the C'-tahlishment of the naihmani hr (lulharga, MudRal was the scene of 

continuous warfare between this dynasty and the Hindu kingdom of Vijayauagar who often laid 
claim to Mudcal. Pot romance and histtny this period is full of interest, and I'iridlta and some 
other hi'-torians have described in detail the story of Muhammad Shfih Paihmaiu's issuing a draft 
in favour of a party of singers, with whose performance he has pleased, for payment on the Vijayn- 
nagar treasury. Hukka I, the raja *)f Vijayaungar, resented the insult and he ordered the hearer 
of the draft to be ridden round the city on an ass and ex])elled. 

Iir tile reign of I‘irn?. Shah (iAU7-*iqJ2) we read of another jiassage of arms helwcen him and 
Hariliara Raya, raja of Vijayanagar, tlie caU'-e of contention being the w’inning of tlie hand of a 
bcaittiful dani'^el, the daughter of a goldsmith of Mudgal. These petty jealousies and political 
rivalries c<intinucd even after the disintegration of the Haihmani dynasty, when the llijajiur kings 
took possession of the western and southern tiarl*^ of the territory of the llnihmani kingdom 
including the forts of Kaichnr and Mudgal. 

The inscriptions, which at ]iresent are to he seen at the Mudgal fort, belong to the Bijapur 
kings, who at various times strengthened the defences of the 1‘orl. Three of these epigraphs 
belong to the reign of *Ali *Adil J^hah 1 , wlio ruled from 1558-80 A.I). and during whose reign took 
place the battle of Talikotn whereat the confederacy of the Muslim kings of the Deccan inOiclcd 
the final blow on the rival Hindu kingdom of Vijayanagar towards its extinction. The reign of 
Ihrfihlm *.Adil Shah II (1580-1^27) i-i also represented by three inscriptions, while only one epigrajih 
mention*: the name of Muhammad ‘Adit Shah (1^27-57), but the record is important as it mentions 
the erection of a marble palaar at the Mudgal fort. 

The foil has a wide moat wliicli is filled with water. The width of the moat in several places is 
as much as fifty yards. Bey<md the nmnt there is a scaqi with a row of bastions. Behind the scarp 
is a narrow* ct^vered passage and adjoining it the cnunler-scari), the bastions of which arc vcia' massive. 
The arrangement of the present fortification shows that the fort was rebuilt after the invention of 
the gnus. The courses of masonry at several places are of the Hindu style, but the arcli'shaped 
parallel is of the Muslim design. The moat and the row of bastions offer a ])leasing view ; it is ])arti- 
cularly striking near the north-east bastion and should not be missed by the visitor (Plate IX a). 

There are traces of a fausse-hrui on the northeni side of Uic fort hut imfortunalcly it has been 
badly thimagcd in recent times by the digging of muram for rejiair of roads. The bastions of the 
inner scniqi are circular and square in design, the arrangement being that Iw-o square bastions have 
a round one on each side. 

In front of the Tatli Danvu/.a, wliich faces the north, there is a ver>' massive bastion, w'ith a curtain 
on each side, thus making a barbican for the defence of the fort. Near this barbican is a guard s 
room wdtli three arched openings tow'ards the north. The ardies have rather low' imposts, but their 
form is pleasing. The barbican has a narrow court with entrances tow’ards the w'cst and north-east. 
The gates of the entrances arc in the pillar-and-lintcl style. Tlie re is a Canarcse inscription, 
carved on a stone near the left column of the gateway facing the west. There is anoUicr inscription 
on the stone near the right column of the same galew'ay. In the covered passage of this 
gateway there are guards’ rooms on both sides—tlic openings of these rooms being in the pillar-nnd- 
Hntel style. 
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The massive bastion referred to above has a gtin \\*ith a Canarese inscription near the muzzle. 
The gun has long iron pieces in its interior r\’hich have been bound outu^ardlj* by hoops. In the 
construction of the fort, advantage has been taken of a hillock on the top of r\-hich the houses of royalt}" 
and an enclosure wall with bastions have been built. The outer fortifications of Mudgal cover an 
area of half a square mile. The old Td Gah may be seen from the top of the Victor>^ Gate bastion. 

There is a Canarese inscription on the right column of the western gateway (inner face) . Passing 
through the narrow passage beyond the first gateway there is a second gateway which has an ardi. 
The upper apex of the arch has been filled up with masonr^-^ and the entrance is in the pillar-and- 
lintel style. The trefoil form of the arches of the small windows of this gateway is ver>’ pleasing 
(Plate IX &). The walls at this point are cyclopean in construction. There are guards* rooms on 
either side of the passage of this gateway also. 

There is an inscription on a stone near the left column of the eastern entrance opening in the 
moat. Above this inscription are carved a sword, a shield, a spear, a katar and a bow and arrow. 
There are five Canarese inscriptions on the first bastion to the left of this entrance. 

The passage from the second gateway turns towards the left and there is a small court in front 
of the third gateway which is also arch-shaped, but the apex here also is filled up with masoniy^ and 
the entrance is in the pillar-and-lintel style. The guards* rooms on both sides of the passage of this 
gateway are commodious, and this gateway is more massive in construction than the two outer ones. 
A boar is carved as an emblem of Vishnu on the right column of the inner entrance of this gatewa3\ 

The effigs" of a bull is hung along the road on the right side. The ‘Ashur Khana has been 
extensively’ repaired in recent times and it is a modem building now. The mosque near it has pillars 
of Hindu design. It consists of a double pillared hall. On the opposite side of the road are the 
remains of the Naubat ^ana. On the way to the Bala Ilisar is the gxm-powder magazine, where 
at one end tu’o compartments have been built for the storage of gun-powder. 

The Bala IJisar is built at the top of the hillock and commands a good view of the interior of the 
fort as well as of the surrounding countryu In the western side of the fort is a large cistern which 
was filled up with water from the hills to the west of the fort. The view from the Bala Hisar gives 
a good idea of the extent of the Fort and of the large garrison which could be accommodated therein. 
The roof of the Baradari at the top has fallen down. It originally consisted of a double hall with two 
side rooms. The openings are on all four sides. The parapet of the Baradari has overlapping arches 
of the Baihmani styde. There are several natural depressions in the rock above, which were utilised 
for storing water. Bastions and walls are built at different points for the defence of the Baradari 
and the other buildings of the Bala Hisar. In the middle a very large bastion is built which is 
round in form. The hill near the Baradari and the large bastion rises in the form of a spur and is 
detached from the lower parts of the hiU by a ravine. 

There is a Canarese inscription, carved on a stone fixed along the steps on the south-east side 
of the Baradari. There are some natural caverns below the Xauras or Nakta Burj. The fort is 
defended towards the south-west side by a range of hills. 

In the western part of the fort there is a large cistern called the Hikrani BaoH — about 140 y’ards 
in length and 45 to 50 yards in breadth. There is a Moslem inscription of Dilawar '^an who 
lived during the reign of Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah, fixed on a bastion to the west of the Hikrani Baoli. 

There is cut-plaster decoration in the upper storeys of the house of Amrappa Desmukh— designs 
being chiefly floral. The Primary School is located in an old building. It consists of a double haU 
with a room on either side towards the north and south. The arches of these halls are lofty’ and show 
a good sense of proportion ; the imposts are rather low and the roof is vaulted, having six facets 
In the court there are vaulted apartments on either side towards the north and south. The arches 
of these rooms are rather squat in proportion. The arclies of the side rooms of the main hall show a 
line sense of proportion, but the middle arch is rather stilted. 

DIndar I:y.ian’s mosque is a small structure, consisting of a hall with wooden pillars. The roof 
of the building has been restored in recent times. There is an inscription on the western wall of the 
mosque. 



When coinini: out fioiu the fort \v(i see that the first (iuueriuost) f^ateway is arch-shapc(L It is 
lofty nntl lua^^ivo. The second pateway is built iu rather n Iiybiid style — the opeuinps of tlie niaiii 
cutntucc Kdup i\\ the ])illar-atid-lintel style, and tho^e of the pttards' rooms being arch-shapcd (trefoil 
form). 

The plinth. o>Ununs and ceiling of the guards’ rooms are lavishly decorated with sculpture, wliich 
on account of the poor <|uaHty of the stone are somewhat coarse. The sculptures consist of yalis, 
Jt.jrj/i.r/as, fioral designs and mythical figures. The cusped trefoil ardies of those rooms are \ciy 
intoie''ting» 

The outer ctUrance of this gateway is defended ))y two projecting buttresses. In view of the 
massive dimensions of thi< gateway, the windows on account of llieir liny size look grotescjue. I'igures 
of Hindu gods {(tatuda and llanttman) arc carved above llieso windows. 

The *miermo';t gate is built iu the pillar-and-lintel style and the door is studded with iron spikes. 
It is called Kati on account of the thorny a])iH!nrance of the spikes. Tlic i)ancls of this door are 
decorated with figures of animals and gods caia'ed in relief. Some of them show neat workmanship. 

A figure of a god holding a cobra is carved on the outer wall of the fort. TJierc is another sculpture 
representing Hamuuan. A bridge U built on llie moat. Tlie a])pronch is rather narrow. We 
enter through a narrow pa^-sage and first a))proach the Kati Darwazn, then the middle gateway in 
the hybrid style, and finally the arched gateway. 

l\n>piirie> were made about the painting representing the Holy Virgin from the church aulho- 
lilies wim said that no such picture exists now. The old church was burnt .some years ago. Tlie 
new buihling was ctinstruclcd ii\ 10^)5* 

There are altogether five Moslem inscriptions l>clonging to tlie ’Adil Shahi dynasty of Bijapur 
and 15 Onaresc inscriptions and two modern inscriptions in Balhodh script. The Moslem iiiscrip- 
tiou< luive recently been publiNhed in the I fuio-Moslcniica for I035*3(>. 
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Appendix D 

ISIote on the Excavation and Survey of Pre-hisioric sites in the Raipur District of Hyderabad 
By Khwaja Muhasemad Ahmad, M.A., LL.B., Curator, Hyderabad Musenm. 

Raichur District is situated in the south-western corner of His Exalted Highness the Nizam's 
Dominions and lies between the Timgabhadra and the Krishna rivers. The district abounds in pre- 
historic remains and represents the sequence of the culture from the earliest times up to the present 
day. The pre-historic antiquity of this District was first brought to light by Colonel Meadows Ta3dor 
in the Jour^ial of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, Vol. IV, 1835 in which he dealt 
with the Megalithic Tombs of the District and also referred to the report b}^ Rev. G. Keis on the 
groups of Dolmens in the Benkal Forest. From 1870 to 1880, Mr. Bruce Foote of the Indian Geological 
Survey and the pioneer of Stone Age Research in India, studied the geological condition in the Raichur 
District. He found a number of Neolithic sites whence he collected artefacts which were ultimately 
purchased by the Madras Government and in 1904 deposited in the pre-historic section of the Madras 
Museum. The late Captain Leonard Mtmn, special ofiicer of H.E.H. the Nizam's Geological Survey 
during his work visited mai;iy of the sites previously noticed by Mr. Bruce Foote and described in the 
Journal of the H^^derabad Geological Survey, Vol. II, Part i, 1934. 

In the early part of December 1935, Mr. G. Yazdani, O.B.E., the distinguished Director of Archaeo- 
logy in Hyderabad started a survey of this area. He was kind enough to take me with him. Needless 
to say that I am proud of being his student and assistant. The surve^^ lasted till the end of January 
1936 and also included the excavation operations near one village called Maski. Some new sites were 
discovered and. now the list of Pre-historic settlements in tliis area comprises of the following twenty- 
four sites : —

These sites have been marked on the map in red. 'Many of them require a separate treatment 
but this is not the place for that. But Maski was particularly liked by :Mr. Yazdani because it afforded 
nearly seventeen interesting spots and for this reason he started excavations at this place. Hence 
it requires a rather detailed description. 

It boasts of an Asokan Edict ^ belonging to the third century B.C., has a long continuation 
of granite hills, whicli have several extensive fiat surfaces on the top, one fairly big natural reser\^oir 
of water and innumerable natural caves, which offered the early man shelter from sun and rain and 
protection from beasts. In addition to these benedictions of nature a perennial stream fiows hy, 
which derives its name from the village situated on its southern bank and is called j\Iaski river. 
A place as this was most congenial to the early man and we find that there are abundant tracts of 
early human habitation all over and around the Maski hill. About seventeen sites which are shown 
on the map, were selected and each of them yielded extremely fruitful results. Ever>uvhere Neo- 
lithic implements, i.e. stone axes and hammers, chalcedony and chert-flakes and cores wem discovered 
in great abundance. On the western slopes of the hills is situated the cave bearing the Asokan Edict

Two jjieces of jjottery have got on lhe:i- 
artistic elepliants in bold relief. At two places, i.e. site ]■) and site Iv iron sln^ wa.s diseovered in 
(piantity and at each of lh()se places furnaces and jtrindirq; stones were discovered (see jdates). Diiriiie 
thi" survey was al>o di ‘‘Covered a biy field of Menhirs arranged in avenues, to tlie south-west of tlu 

hills. 

The above dc'-crijUion of Maski npjdies more or less to other places as well. IhU in order l(» 
understand the se<|Uence cnllnre, it will l>e more useful to rival in general with the actual evidence 
of ptc-lii^totic man left at these site''. The material discovered can easily be classified into stone 
iiuplenwnii' (ineludiiut celts, (lakes, etc.), Iwads. poller\', terra-cotta figurines, smelt ing factories, 
Miy.ilithic tomb< ami pre-Iii^torie rock paintings. So hereafter an attempt will he made to make 
a jtvneral surwy of lliesc subjects and reference to the sites nf (heir occurrence will he made when 
nccv'snry. 

Iir.^U'ty.cutK , — Stnije implements of difTereiit kinds have been discovered. Many of them 
bear a stiikim; re^emblana• with La Micocpie and Taubach, St. Achetil and Chelles. Jhil it would 
be a yre.'U mistake as‘.ii;n tliem to that culture merely on tliat basis. .Many of them represent 
different 1.vjh.’s, but they can safely be divided into three classes as reiireseiitinj: tlie develojiment of 
the art of cell mnkiin,'. The e.ulicst one have rouidi surfaces and roti^h end. Tliose belonj^in^' to

.and polished edi^e. Cells from some places have other typolo^^ical iKrciiliarities. But time docs not 
allow me to descriU* them here. Majority of the llakes are cliort stones of a variety of colours. But 
:* cou'-iderahlo number of them is of fine chalcedony of difTcrent colours. 'J'he flakes have in some 
vises everi three ribs and clear si^ris of secondary- workings. One small piece of chalcedony has been 
tunivd into a beautiful small saw by extremely careful secondary linking. 

Besides a comparatively small number of white quart?: flakes lias also been discovered. 

— A great cjunritity of stone I>en(ls were discovered. Thc.v ctinsisted of Chalcedony, 
Cariielain, Amythesl, Shell, Lnpi< Laauli, Crystal, Onyx and Garnets. Tliey have been pierced 
obviously for l>eing placed in a string and Iiave been finely shaped and polished. They have got a 
strikini: resemblance with the ligyptian iirc-dymistic beads exhibited in the Brili.sh Mn.seiim, Some 
of the Carnelian bends liavc been covered with a kind of white paint, while olher.s ju.st like some of 
the Moheiijo Dnro beads, bear jiainted designs in while, 

pottery , — Tlie pottery usually discovered over the hills is of jilain type. But tJiat found near 
the smelting factories is of a more advanced character. In majority of cases it is highly gla;^cd and 
bears incised and embossed designs. Two pieces, eacli licaring an clei)hant in liigh relief, arc of great 
interest. Pieces of pottery depicting red, green, white colours and dciucling scrolls and geometric 
designs have lK‘ert collected in great nmn))ers, Xenr the .smelling factories some vcr>’' large pots have 
also been discovered, wliich arc at some places even up to three inches in thickness. 

Tcrra-colta figurines, — Some very good pieces of Terra-Cotta have been collected. At least two 
of them show a developed ta.ste and art. 

Svidiingfitctories, — At a majority of these Neolithic sites smelting factories Imvc been dicovered. 
As a rule, wherever sigu'^ of early smelting were found, tliey were accompanied by a discovert' of 
Microlilhics if not b}' XeolitJiic ax'es. At many of tliese places huge ash mounds resulting from a 
work w’luch must have been carried on a large scale, liave been (Uscovered. Even on the top of some 
of these mounds Microlithic.s have been discovered, w’hich .^^how' that at these places metal industry* 
and the art of late stone age flourished side by side. Wherever there is an ash mound huge mullackers, 
.aud muellinv clones are to he found in niimhers. These ash mounds are situated 
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are x|uite distinct. One fd the human tii;ure> l^-traxs a ;;reat alarm to x*. hie); hr h

Attempts have been made to cla.ssjfy the jm]>!tments of India into I’alio'ithio and Xi*d 

mostly upon typolo;tical basis and having P!uro{H;an and jvxrticularly I'rench imjd-. n:e:it .X' a ; t.im 

This method lias been followed even in some of the hatroj>ean museums. But it i* obx*if»u- that 

Uns is a great mistake. As a matter of fact, there .ire very few sn.^alleil Indian raleolithit- ;d out 

whicli it can be said w'ith certainty that they come from really old geoln;.hcal uep isits and bvlotu,; 
to Uiat period. Besides it wall be a still greater mistake to think that Indi..n Bakolithic and Xeto 
lithic ages synclironise with h.unxpean Ages. Tlieri* can K* no doubt that Indi.xn Ntolithic age 
must liave terminated much earlier than that of tlie European countries, p*,)- the obvious re:is<>ti 
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that the Rigveda which according to the best of the authorities belongs to about two thousand B.C. 
has got a rich evidence showing that the India of that time was familiar with the use of metals, i:)arti- 
cularly that of Sanskrit Ay as or English iron or steel. Tliis fact has been amplified in the recent 
survey by the Nizam's Archseological Department. There have been already discovered in this area 
traces of mining wliich the pre-liistoric prospectors had gone deep to about 600 ft. Many places, 
wluch never appear in history draw their names from the metals, for instance Honhalli means a village 
of gold, Kannikgiri a hill of gold and Maski itself has been identified by some scholars with the old 
Suvarnagiri meaning ' The mount of Gold ' ^ . 

To sum up the results we can say : — 

1. That the stone age in India was followed by iron age and that it is to this age the Megalithic 

tombs belong. In nearly all tombs that were excavated by the Archaeological 
Department iron implements were found. Some of these tombs contained a few copper 
pieces also. 

2. The pottery discovered at purel}" Neolithic sites is plain and without any glaze. 

3. The pottery found at the smelting sites in some cases has polish and in others is painted 

in geometric and other designs and has also incised and embossed decoration. 

4. The pottery in Megalithic tombs usuall}" bears some marks which were discovered for the 

first time by Mr. and Mrs. Yazdani and have now assumed great importance in Indology 
and are expected to turn out to be a script hitherto unknown. 

5. Pottery vdth these marks has how been discovered at pre-historic smelting factories in 

Sultan Muhammad's field at Maski. 

6. Beads are found at Neolithic sites, at smelting factories and in the Megalithic tombs. 

But as a rule lapis lazuli beads which appear to have been imported from Baluchistan 
are found in the Megalithic tombs and at pre-historic smelting factories only. 

7. The paintings probably belong to the early iron age. 

The account of the operations in the Raipur District will remain incomplete if mention is not 
made of the valuable contribution to this work made by the Hon'ble !Mr, T. J. Tasker, C.I.E., the 
Revenue Member of the Nizam's Dominions. It so happened that he and Mrs. Tasker and party 
were touring in this district at the time when the operations were made at Maski. They not only 
visited the excavations and encouraged the work but themselves worked in the field for several days, 
at some of the above mentioned sites, and made a nice collection of celts, choppers, flakes, etc. and 
presented it to the Archaeological Museum, Hyderabad. Mr. Tasker has also very kindly given me 
some flakes which he got from a river in JMna, another district of the Dominions. They can be 
seen here with some of the flakes of the Archaeological Museum of Hyderabad. 

In the end I must add that major portion of this paper is a verbatim copy of the celebrated 
Indian Archaeologist J^Ir. G. Yazdani's Notes which he has so very generously allowed me to use at 
this occasion. The maps and the charts were also prepared by him and I must finish this by heartiE" 
thanking him for his great munificence and also for deputing me to this Congress.

Appendix E 

Note on the Raichtlr Inscription of Vithala-ndtha, dated ^aka izib (T. 1294 A.D.) 

By P. Sreenivasaciiar, M.A., Pli.D. (lyond.) 

Introduction 

Tills is an inscription carved on a large slab set up on the rampart xvall ot the fort of Rjiidiur. 
The language of the inscription as well as the script is Telugu. The in'>LTij>tion records the con- 
struction of the stone fort of Raichur by Vithala, an officer of Gona Gaihnaya-raddi — a subordinate 
of the famous Kakatlya king Prataparudra of Warangal. The inscription is dated in §aka 1216, 
cyclic year Jaya, Marga^ira, the 7th day of the bright fortnight, corresponding roughly to November 
A.D. 1294. 

The inscription brings to light several important details relating to the political and the geogra- 
phical conditions of the Kakatiya kingdom at the close of the 13th centur}\ 

Gona family . — Tradition associates the Gona family with two famous literary works in Telugu, 
namely Rahganatha Ramayanamu and Bhaskara Ramayanamu. The Bothpur inscriptions of the 
Malyala family refer to the Gona family. The present record from Raichur also refers to the Gona 
family. It is therefore necessary to consider whether all these refer to the same family, and if so, 
whether it is possible to identify Gona Gamnaya-raddi and Vithala of our inscription with any of the 
persons already known to us from the two literary works referred to above. 

On the basis of the information found in the prasasti of the Uttara-kaiida in the latter part of 
Rahganatha Ramayanamu, the following genealog}^ of the Gona family may be worked out. 

1. Gona Gannaya

2. Gona Buddhaya 


3 . V itthala 4 . Kacay a 

No. 2 Gona Buddhaya began the composition of the work Rahganatha Ramayanamu but left it 
unfinished. No. 3 Vitthala and No. 4 Kacaya took up the work jointly after the death of their father 
and brought it to a completion. 

However, there is some slight information in the former portion of the work (that is, the portion 
composed by No. 2, Gona Buddhaya, the father) which, unfortimately, disagrees with the above 
genealogy in one important particular, namely, the name of Gona-Buddliaya's father. Buddha 
dedicates the work to his father and calls him Vithala or Vitthala-natha . 

We are now placed in a dilemma as to which of these two sources are to be accepted as correct. 
It is unlikely that Gona Buddliaya wrote the name of his father incorrectly ; nor is it possible to assert 
that the joint authors Vitthala and Kacaya did not know the name of their grandfather correctly. 
This leaves us only two alternatives ; either Gona Gannaya was also called Vitthala, or Gannaya and 
Vitthala were brothers in a joint family where the children of either called the other father, either from 
considerations of respect or on account of an adoption. 

The present inscription mentions Gona Gamnaya-raddi (practically the same as Gona Gannaya- 
reddi) and after describing him as ' an ornament to the activities of his brother,* proceeds to an exalta- 
tion of a certain person called Vithala (practically the same as Vitthala), who is called the raksdmani, 
that is * the protector ' of the kingdom of Gamnaya. It is evident, therefore, that Vi^ala was no 
common officer of Gona Gariinaya, and on the basis of the phrase 'an ornament to the activities of his 
brother * we might even infer that Vithala and Gona Gamnaya were brothers. The terms in which 
Raugauatha Rruna3^anamii refers to G5na Gannaya as a great warrior leaves no room for any scep- 
ticism about the identity of that person with Gona Gamnaya of our inscription, and chronological, 
geographical and other considerations confirm this identification. 

Bhaskara Ramayanamu gives us the name of a new member of this family. This person, by 
name Mara, was the patron of the work and is stated to be the son of Gona Buddhaya. He would 
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thus become the biother of Vitthala and Kacaya, the joint authors of the later portion of Ranganatha 
Ramayanamu.i 

The Gona family is thus seen to play an important part in the literary history of that time and 
this inscription not only confirms the literary evidence that Gona Gannaya-reddi was an important 
political figure of the times, but also gives us some new evidence to help us in solving the problem 
of the identity of Gannaya and Vitthala.

l^oic on the working of the Hyderabad Mnsetwifor Fasli A.C.) 

By K. M. Ahmad, M.A., 

During the 3"ear under report the Curator was deputed to attend the All India Oriental Con- 
ference held at Mysore. He was afterwards deputed to attend the International Congress; of Hunaih- 
matists and the Centenary of the Royal Numismatic Society held at Loudon and also the International 
Congress of Pre-Historic and Proto-Historic Sciences held at Oslo (Norway). At Loudon he read a 
paper on ** Rare Mints of the Deccan and at Oslo another paper on the Excavations of Pro -historic 
Sites at Maski and Survey of the Pre-historic sites in the Raichur District. A siunmaty of these 
papers is included in this report. The Director of Archseolog>^ had very kindly moved the Govern- 
ment that the Curator should be allowed to avail himself of this opportunity to visit some important 
iMuseums on the continent. Consequently, he visited several Museums in Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Germany and France. At Copenhagen he was presented with fourteen Pre-histoiic implements 
belonging to (Kitten-Maiden period) about 5000 B.C. These implements have been deposited in the 
Museum. During the absence of the Curator Mr. R, M. Joshi, M.A., officiated in Ins place. 

Survey of Pre-historic SiteS'in the Rai^ilr District and Excavation at Maski ^ — In the early part 
of December, I935» Yazdani, O.B.E., the Director of Archa3olog>^ started a luoc mgh survey 

of the Pre-historic sites in the Raichur District. He had very kindty taken the Curator with him 
in this tour. jNIaski, which already boasted of an Asokan Edict, was selected as a p) ice for conduct- 
ing excavations. Simultaneously, a survey was made and man^' Pre-historic sites v'ere discovered. 
The total number of these sites is now twenty-four : —

At Maski the excavations yielded extremely good results. Stone implements, flakes of cliert 
and chalcedoni, crystal, onyx and quartz were discovered in vast quantities. Terra-cotta figures 
showing high skill were also found. In passing the earth through the sieves of various grades 
innumerable beads of agate, camelian, amethyst, chank, lapis lazuli, crystal, onyx and garnets were 
gathered. Stone implements of various sizes were picked up from several places in great abundance. 

Exhtbttions and Visits. An exhibition of all the above-mentioned articles was held in the Museum. 
It excited great interest and was visited by His Excellency the Prime Minister and by all the Hon’ble 
members of the Cabinet. It was about this time that Mr. S. F. Markham, a member of the British 
Parliament, and Mr. Hargreaves, the ex-Director-General of Archseology in India, paid a visit to the 
Hyderabad Museum on behalf of the Empire Museums Association of London. They were veiy much 
impressed by the interpretation and explanation of exhibits offered by the Director of Archaeology 
and paid a high tribute to the wa^” and manner in which exhibits have been arranged and displayed in 
thelMuseum by the Department and considered that although it is a small institution yet very well 
organised. The members of Peace and Goodwill of the Union Government of South Africa also visited 
the Museum and paid a high tribute to the exhibits and the arrangement. 

Nawab Ghalib Jung's Collection.— Through the kind interest of Mr, R. M. Crofton, the Revenue 
Secretary’, some VQty interesting pieces of furniture and household property of the late Nawab 
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I'.Iialih Junj: have hww lent to the Hyderabad Museum. Aiiioiif' these a sword set witli precious stones 
which was presented to the Nawab by the late lliKliness deserves a special mention. A list of 
thcM* articles is Included in appendix (pp. 65-66). 

itutl Ihc erection 0/ a Mtuulap, — It was ])roposed by the Director of ArclueoloKy that the 
arti'^tic ceiling slabs unoarthe<l during the Waran^al excavation and subsequently deposited in the 
Hyderab.nl Museum should be set up in their original form. This j)roposal was approved of by the 
Mu<eum Commit lee and to carry it nut four circular capitals of jiillars and one central piece of the 
ceiling were brought from Waran^al fort to the Museum. In addition to these two extremely 
art i‘'tic stone jallars, lyin^ uncared for on the Hyderabad Nalgonda road near Kattangur (57 miles from 
Hyderabad), were al<o removed to the Hyderabad Museum. The carving on one of these pillars 
illustrates stories from the Uainayan. 

Mr. D. H. Trevor, the Chief Commercial Manager of H.IC.H. tlie Xi/.anrs Railway, has kindly 
presented to the Museum a male figure with moustaches. He had found it at Zintara in the Khybcr 
l*ass. 

Pitintin}:!: ntut Pictnre fo/Z/m*. — Among the paintings acquired during the year under rei>ort two 
miniatures are of great importance. One t)f tliem (No. 6051) is atypical Mughal portrait by Anup 
Chitar rci>rcscnting Khan Khana. The other (No. (>055) re])rescnts ])hallic worship. It has been 
painted by Kiran of .\kbar’s Court. This jiainting shows an extremely interesting combination of 
the Mughal and Rajput styles. 

The scheme for the construction of the Picture Gallery has not materialised as yet. The amount 
sanctioned has been transferred to the P.xaminer of Accounts, P.NV.D. Branch. It is hoped that 
the Public Works l)ei>artment will exjK'dite the work. In the meantime the exhibits for this section 
arc being odlcctcil. l*or the puqitises of comparative study some good modern ])ainting5 of Indian 
and P.uroi>ean Schools luive been added to the section. 

Vnmi.sm(/ZiV5. — The total luimbcrof coins accpiircd during the year under report is 2,199, wdiicli 
I j are gold. 560 silver and 1,625 copper. Of the silver coins three have been presented by the Central 
Museum, Nagpur. 

Mitvuscripfs. Ten manuscripts were acquired during the year under report. One of them is a 

copy of the haila and Majnun, containing eight paintings in the Persian style of a good type. Another 
AIS narrates the storv of the Punjabi lovers called Hira and Ranjha. According to the colophon this 
book w-as completed by Sarodliara, son of Tiiljaram of Sialkot, on the 7th Qhu Qu'dha iibS A.H. 
(l.|th September, 1755 A.D.) during the reign of the Mughal Emperor Ahmad Shah. It contains 
twelve illustrations in North Indian style of a mediocre type. 

Two copies of the Holy Qur’an deserve a special mention. One of them is inscribed in vera* good 
Kosldl pajHir used is of a ver\' high quality and is called ' Resbmi '. Ever>' leaf of tliis copy lias 
b-en illuminated witli great taste and the last page bears Aurangzeb’s seal. The other copy of the 
Our'an is incomplete but it represents Kufi script. A copy of the Bhagwatgita contains six 
illustrations. 

Miscellaneous. — During the sur\’ey of the Raichur District twenty-two bronze images were 
discovered at Kadkal, a village about two miles from Lingsgur. They represent the Jaina Tirthan- 
karas and belong to about 7th or 8th century' A.D. Along wdth these images were also discovered 
bricks measuring i6'’X9rN3''- The department is proposing to excavate this site in the near 
future. 

An instrument which is w’orn by arcliers on tiie thumb at the time of shooting an arrow^ has been 
acquired for tlie JIuseuni. It is of jade.
